Claim 18 has been amended to clarify the signal as being of the general class of at 
least one of electrical and magnetic signal. 

Claim 18 has been amended to remove the proximate limitation. 

The Examiner rejected claims 18-20 as being anticipated by Helms, U.S. Patent 

No. 5,148,110. 

The amended claims now more clearly the separation between the general latitude 
of the fault and the location of the sensor. 

Claims 19 and 20 depend from claim 18 and are patentable for the same reasons 

as claim 18.
